We cannot reproduce the 
article nor Its chief points at present; yet it 
must be confessed that much is there alleged 
to convince us of the good sense of what lie 
sa'ys. 
Our own opinion is that the time can­ 
not be very far distant when our dead will not 
be buried but burned. 
Tile reasons for this 
opinion are more or less patent to all who 
have only superficially studied the facts con­ 
nected with decomposition of the human body, 
both before and after burial.

method.

At the last uieetiug of the Methodist Preach­ 
ers iu New York Rev. Mr. Taylor was the es­ 
sayist.

tion of these included poetry, music, litera­ 
ture, painting, sculpture and architecture.— 
So far very well, but when Mr. Taylor tells us, 
as he does eventually, that America must de­ 
velop its own “ taleut ” and so have no fur­ 
ther need 'to copy pictures and statues in 
Europe, he talks bosh. 
The essayist assumed 
in addition to this that our own country af­ 
forded ample scope for the production of new 
orders in the Hoe arts. 
We suppose it would 
not be generous to press home upon Mr. Tay- 
lor all the rational deductions from his prem­ 
ises. 
Any man, nevertheless, who believes 


himself competent to treat the subject should 
have fibre enough to iSce squarely th* objec­ 
tions which may be brought against his thesis. 
What, for Instance, can he mean by “ a new 
order of painting.” which ho says ought to 
originate iu America? 
“ Orders ” in art have 
their rise in the special phases of genius glveu 
by Hie Creator to certain men, who have not 
in the past been greatly influenced probably 
by their age or nationality—except in the item 
of Hie subjects they have immortalized. 
Rem­ 
brandt would have painted in gloom and Titian 
revelled in color anywhere and in any century 
iu which either of them had chanced to be 
bom. 
If Michael Angelo had not been llviug 
to frescoe the Sistlne chapel but bad been 
citizen of the United Slates when the capitol 
at Washington needed the same service, does 
any one suppose he would have mioglfid pig­ 
ment in a different way, or become the founder 
of a diverse “ order ” in his art? 
If Cknova 
had been a New York tax-payer instead of an 
Italian provincial, would he have ignored my­ 
thological 
studies, 
and 
carved 
Te­ 
cumseh in the 
place 
of 
Theseus; 
aud 
in 
case 
he 
had, 
would 
he 
have 
altered 
his style—that 
is, 
his 
nature— 
to accommodate himself to what Mr. Taylor is 
pleased to think 
tile requirements of the 
American continent and American civiliza­ 
tion ? 
If Handel had been a native of Oregon 
and Beethoven of South Carolina, would either 
of them have composed anything better in 
music than the Messiah or tho Ninth Sym- 
pony ? 
If Dante had first seen daylight In 
California, would he have despised the idea of 
the Divina Commedia aud gone frantic in try­ 
ing to write the “ Songs of the Sierras ?” No; 
art is not a perfunctory manufacture, but a 
development from slow processes, more subtle 
thnn electricity and m ighlierllian the tides of 
the sea. 
Mr. Taylor’s insinuation to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding,'it is not a moan and 
unambitious 
concession 
to .the old world 
which prompts the fledgelings of art among 
us lo seek Germany and Italy to perfect their 
education. 
Those countries are the chartered 
universities of tile fine arts; and we caunot 
compete with them in tho embodiment of the 
beautiful, no more than they can equal us in 
practical piety as an clement of statesm an­ 
ship. 
Art is the consummate flower of a soil 
rich with thousands of years of historic asso­ 
ciations, and is. the one independent, regal 
thing in this world of traffic that cannot be 
got up to order. 
We have landscape painters 
of praiseworthy ability, and are not without 
stone-cutters and bricklayers—all well enough 
in their way—yet Bierstadt will always walk 
behind Claude Lorraine and the “ architect” 
of tho metropolitan city hall might learn a 
trick or two iu his trade from Sir Christopher 
Wren. 
Let Brother Taylor be patient; Y an­ 
kees can build railroads and “ place" stock 
w'tb vast ingenuity, and possibly iu some 
distant future we may “ invent” a book better 
than Shakspearo and a post more graceful 
than the columns of Corinth.

Eoiroas F r e e m a n :— The only question 
of serious import which 
Hie 
Legislature 
has tuken up, as yet, is the one involving 
a 
change 
in 
the 
state 
Constitu­ 
tion, and if I occupy Hie space usually allotted 
to a paragraph or two concerning these pro­ 
pose I amendment*, your readers will doubt­ 
less pardon the dry allusions which I may 
make concerning the more salient features of 
the same. 
Last winter, these amendments, 
the work of a Constitutional Commission rais­ 
ed by Gor. Hoffman, came before Hie Legis­ 
lature, aud they were amended in oue impor­ 
tant respect, aud then rushed through in in­ 
decent haste, the argument then tieing that 
the present Legislature would scrutinize the 
work, altering, amending and modifying the 
same at such points as it might be deemed 
advisable or necessary. 
Of course such hasty 
action is not contemplated by the Constitu­ 
tion, which prescribes the manner in which a 
change can be effected in 
the fundamental 
law. 
We can change our Constitution in but 
one of two ways; by means of aconstitutioual 
convention, or, by a commission—whose ac­ 
tion must be passed upon by two succeeding 
Legislatures. 
I .et us dissect the proposed 
amendments, since the people will probably 
be called upon to vote upon them—to reject 
some or all, or ratify some or all of them. 
The proposed amendment to Article 2 re­ 
lates to Hie right of suffrage, and to the pun­ 
ishment for b ria ry or fraudulent voting. 
To 
this no titan objects, aud tho jteople will ratify 
it beyond a peradventure. 
To Article 3 there ate several objections. 
Section 4 of said proposed amendment, to­ 
gether with the inconsiderate action of last 
winter, would leave New York pity with but 
three Senators, as it would likewise disfran­ 
chise many others in other districts. 
Tills 
does not proceed so much from Hie section it­ 
self as from the action had on the subject last 
winter, which upset almost all the senatorial 
districts, and then left it so. The icsult is that 
the .Senate has struck out that section and 
the House Judiciary Coinnntttee will proba­ 
bly do the same. 
Section 6 of the same arti­ 
cle provides that legislators shall receive $15 
per day, or rather an annual salary of $1,500 
per year. 
Of course, it will hardly be ex­ 
pected that the people will ratify this—they 
have an impression, somehow obtained, that 
legislators, as a class, receive enough now. 
But I will assume that the masses are not so 


well advised in this regard as they might be. 
I think a great majority of our legislators 
come hire honest, and it is much discredit ta 
them to assume that they go away dishonest 
I know that Mr. Winfield thinks that Albany 
is a bad place to preserve a man’s virtue, but 
I feel confident that his severe Impression 
would set like a mountain on him if we were 
to give it a personal application—which no 
man in Ulster or here would think of giving 
it. 
I am of the impression that legislators 
should receive frbm $6 to $8 per day, aud I 
believe the people would have ratified this in­ 
crease—but $15 js too much. 
This article is 
the one which prohibits special legislation, 
and I wish to be understood as saying dis­ 
tinctly, that if this Legislature—conceding it 
power—shall not submit this special legisla­ 
tion prohibitionW tion separately from this 
increased compensation section, it will be 
well nigh conclusive evidence that the power 
of the “ bone” dogs to keep theso special 
acts has proved too strong for legislators. 
Hence it is that for the people I demand that 
these two sections of this article he submitted 
separately, in order that the one may lie 
jectcd aud the other approved. 
And now • we cofiio to Article 4. 
This 
seems not to please very many persons in 
Senate or House, and yet for some reason 
they are inclined to put it through. 
Gov. 
Hoffman thought it would be popular to give 
the Governor a longer term and more power. 
Perhaps he thought he was to be Governor in 
perpetuity. 
He’s iu Europe now, and the peo­ 
ple seem to be getting along without him. 
Strange, isn’t it, how readily our people can 
dispense with the services of great men, adapt 
themselves to circumstances? 
But to Article 
A. 
It gives tho Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor a term of three years instead of two, 
aa now. 
It also provides that at “ no extra­ 
ordinary session” of a Legislature can that 
body act upon anything not recommended in 
Hie message or proclamationjof the Governor.

The proposed amendment to Article 5 is 
full of objections, In 90 far as it gives the Gov­ 
ernor power to appoint the Attorney General, 
the Slate Engineer and Surveyor, a Superin­ 
tendent of Stalo I’ri*on9, the appointment of 
a State Treasurer by the Senate aud Assembly,

Mr. SUMNER opposed such a reference and 
a debate occurred between himself, Ferry of 
Michigan, Edmunds, Stewart, Frelinghuysen, 
Morrill of Maine and Saulsbury, Sumner Anally 
consented to its reference to toe Judiciary 
Committee. 
The joint resolution on the proposition for 
an amendment to the Constitution providing 
for Hie election of President by a direct vote 
of the people and abolishing the office of Vice 
President was referred to tho Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 
Mr. EDMUNDS said ou Thursday he would 
ask Hie Senate to take up the bankrupt bill. 
Tho bill to authorize the organization of 
national banks without circulation was then 
taken up. 
Mr. MORTON offered as an additional sec­ 
tion his biti authorizing national banks that 
have reduced their capital stock to withdraw a 
proportion of bonds upon retiring their, own 
circulating notes and depositing lawful} money 
of Hie United States in tbs proportion provi­ 
ded by law.

He did not think it in the power 
of Congress to charter banks in this way w ith­ 
out limitation.

in amounts of $10,000 u|>on returning to the 
Controller of the Currency lawful money to be 
deposited iii the Treasury of the United States 
for redemption of nu amount of circulating 
notes of such banks equal to the amount is­ 
sued upon such bonds. 
After some discussion a vote was taken on 
the amendment of Bayard and the fact was 
developed that no quorum was present. The 
Senate then at 4:10 adjourned.

At the close of the debate, which lasted near­ 
ly u week, the House proceeded to vote os the 
various resolutions.

bouse, those of the majority of the committee 
tieing supported by the Democrats. 
The result of the voting was that Messrs. 
Davis and Hogan were declared entitled to 
seats, and were accordingly sworn in. 
The only deviations from strict partisanship 
in the vote in reference to Mr. Davis were 
that two Democrats, Magee of Pennsylvania 
and Waddell of North Carolina, voted with Hie 
majority ami that 7 Republicans, Benning of 
Ohio, Bradley of Michigan, Poland of Ver­ 
mont, Smith of New Y'ork, Thomas of North 
Carolina, Williams of Michigan and Woodford 
of New Y’ork, voted with the minority. 
Iu 
the vote in reference to Hogan several other 
Republicans, including Kellogg of Connec­ 
ticut, Modish of New York, Coburn of Indi­ 
ana, Hawley of Connecticut and Willard of 
Vermont, voted with tho minority. 
Tho time occupied in voting was over two 
hoiirs.so that it was 6 o'clock when the House 
adjourned.

Bret Harte baa our warmest sympathy in 
the legal war he is waging against a pub­ 
lisher—De Witt by name—who has issued a 
tra3hy volume with Mr. Harte’s name on the 
title page as its author. 
It is bad enough to 
be obliged to acknowledge one’s own legiti­ 
mate books after the critics have gone through 
them, without being plastered with Smith’s 
or Jones’ wretched twaddle, until one looks 
like a pile of brick stuck over with posters 
of pills and bitters. 
Let Mr. Harte uot spare 
the fellow. 


We shouldn’t be sttrtled much if that Pinch- 
back was a bad sort of man. 
His very name 
is bad—Pinchback. 
According to what Car­ 
lyle calls “ the laws of the ineffable eterni­ 
ties” people would be disinclined to trust 
Pinchback on account of hi3 name. 
Only a 
letter stands between him and pinchbeck, 
which is some form of brass, isn’t it? 
Any­ 
how, Senator Morton Is going to have him in­ 
vestigated. 
Perhaps if a little sulphuric acid 
were dyopped on him it would reveal whether 
he is “of such stuff as dreams are made of,” 
or some other manner of fraud. 


There is every reason short or absolute 
proof to believe in the reported death of Dr. 
Livingstone. 
We can hardly hppe to receive 
a reliable contradiction oi it. 
We grieve with 
the rest of mankind at the loss of so good and 
great-a man. 
Not the least among the con­ 
solatory reflections bearing upon the sad 
event, we are sure, is the fact that the patient 
explorer has got beyond all danger of being 
“ discovered” any more. 
He has gone to 
Heaven, and nothing can be more certain 
than that the Herald office has no maps or 
charts of that distant region. 
Young Bennett 
cannot call Stanley to his bedside and order 
that prince of interviewers to go and look up 
the self-secreted Scotch missionary. 
Living­ 
stone is where the wicked newspaper men 
cease from troubling and weary exiles are at 
rest. 
The spirit of the long-suffering martyr 
may well quote Catalinc and say — 
For this relief, m uch thanks. 


Professor Thompson, author of what wa3 
known as “ Tyndall’s Prayer Gauge,” is out 
with something still more practical and sug­ 
gestive— i. c.,an article on cremation, or burn­ 
ing of the dead. 
We cannot reproduce the 
article nor its chief points at present ; yet it 
must be confessed that much is there alleged 
to convince us of the good sense of what he 
says. 
Our own opinion is that the time can­ 
not be very far distant when our dead will not 
be buried but burned. 
The reasons for this 
opinion are more or less patent to all who 
have only superficially studied the facts con­ 
nected with decomposition or the human body, 
both before and after burial. 
Our dead in­ 
crease their own number through the poisons 
they exhale. 
Graveyards and cemeteries are 
not mere receptacles for the dead but the pro­ 
lific sources of death. 
Tney poison the air, 
wells and streams. 
Besides this, considera­ 
tions purely sentimental point to a different 
and more satisfactory disposition of the bodies 
.of the dead than the present most repulsive 
method. 
Let U3 burn our loved ones after 
death and keep their ashes with us in our 
houses. 
Then the old-fashioned funeral urn 
will have some significance. 
Finally, we de­ 
test all undertakers, and would like to set 
them at some decent work and end the solemn 
joy with which they cart off the residuum of 
our once proud personality. 


The fellow who writes in the New York 
World over the signature of Xanthus is the 
poet of advertisement-makers. 
He combines 
in the happiest manner the elaborate style of 
“Our Own Correspondent” with the detailed 
specifications of the business man who pays 
by the inch. 
He is art-critic, cosmopolite 
and gentleman of elegant leisure, done up in 
one perfect yet complex bundle. 
We are 
anxious lest he overstrain his powers. 
La­ 
bors like his must require the consumption of 
unmeasurable quantities of “ midnight oil.” 
His latest effort is a description of the con­ 
tents of Mr. Avery’s art-rooms in Fifth ave­ 
nue, and comprises two columns and a half of 
-th e paper. 
We hope he is not compensated 
bv the line at the too-cominou ratos for this 
kind of work. 
His products, liku a head by 
Giotto, are worth incomparably more than 
those of ordinary literary apprentices, 
n is 
advertisements arc so ingeniously disguised, 
*so rife with subtle and suggestive criticism, 
so starched with recondite references, so 
sparkling with nicely-balanced expressions, 
that we cannot but regard him as the embodi­ 
ment of the old Greek taste qualified by Yan­ 
kee ideas of trade. 
To our great regret we 
are unable to devote a whole page of The 
Freeman to an attem pt to set forth our admi­ 
ration of Xanthus. 
A blind prophet would in 
no wise hazard his reputation in predicting 
that Xanthus will “ inaugurate”—shall we 
say?—a new era in the art of advertising.

We hope our 
governmeut will interfere to stop this thing. 
So fine a fossil as Jefl and so good a patriot 
as the ex-Seuator cannot be spared from our 
Musemn of Autiquities. 
Let us have peace. 


One T o o th p ick . 
The official facts do show that just one gold 
toothpick has been purchased for the use 
the American Senate—no more. 
The mean 
and scurrilous story of the Boston Advertiser 
to the effect that there were several gold 
toothpicks is proved to he the base fabrica­ 
tion which Boston might be expected to hi 
guilty of when she speaks of Washington 
There is, we repeat, only one gold toothpick- 
owned aud used by the Senate of the United 
States.

At the iast meeting of the Methodist Preach 
er3 in New York Rev. Mr. Taylor was the cs 
sayiat. 
He read what he knew and had writ 
ten down about the tine arts. 
His classiflca 
tion of these included poetry, mu3ic, litera­ 
ture, painting, sculpture and architecture. — 
So far very well, but when Mr. Taylor tells us, 
as he does eventually, that America must de 
velop its own “ talent ” and so have no fur­ 
ther need 'to copy pictures and statues in 
Europe, ho talks bosh. 
The essayist assumed 
in addition to this that our own country af­ 
forded ample scope for the production of new 
orders in the floe arts. 
We suppose it would 
uot he generous to press home upon Mr. Tay­ 
lor all the rational deductions from his prem­ 
ises. 
Any man, nevertheless, who believes 


himself competent to treat the subject should 
have fibre enough to face squarely the objec­ 
tions which may be brought against his thesis. 
What, for instance, can he mean by “ a new 
order of paiutiDg,” which he says ought to 
originate in America ? 
“ Orders ” in art have 
their rise in the special phases of genius given 
by the Creator to certain men, who have not 
in the past beeu greatly influenced probably 
by their age or nationality—except in the item 
of the subjects they have immortalized. 
Rem­ 
brandt would have painted in gloom and Titian 
revelled in color any wnere and in any century 
iu which either of them had chanced to be 
born. 
If Michael Angelo had not been living 
to fre3coe the Sistlne chapel but had been a 
citizen of the United States when the capítol 
at Washington needed the same service, does 
any one suppose he would have mingled pig* 
ment in a different way, or become the founder 
of a diverse “ order ” in his art ? If Cftnova 
had been a New York tax-payer instead of an 
Italian provincial, would he have ignored my­ 
thological 
studies, 
and 
carved 
Te- 
cumseh iu the 
place 
of 
Theseus; 
aud 
In 
case 
he 
had, 
would 
he 
have 
altered his style—that 
is, 
his 
nature— 
to accommodate himself to what Mr. Taylor is 
pleased to think the requirements of the 
American continent and American civiliza­ 
tion ? If Handel had been a native of Oregon 
and Beethoven oí South Carolina, would either 
of them have composed anything better in 
music than the Messiah or the Ninth Sym- 
pony ? If Dante had first seen daylight in 
California, would he have despised the idea of 
the Divina Commedia aud gone frantic in try­ 
ing to write the “ Songs of the Sierras ?” N o; 
art is uot a perfunctory manufacture, but a 
development from slow processes, more subtle 
than electricity and mightier Jhan the tides of 
the sea. 
Mr. Taylor’s insinuation to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding,-it is not a mean and 
unambitious concession 
to ¡.the old world 
which prompts the fledgelings of art among 
us to seek Germany and Italjl to perfect their 
education. 
Those countries are the chartered 
universities of the finé arts; and we caunot 
compete with them in the embodiment of the 
beautiful, no more than they can equal us in 
practical piety as an element of statesman­ 
ship. 
Art is the consummate flower of a soil 
rich with thousands of years of historic asso­ 
ciations, and is. the one independent, regal 
tlliug in this world of traffic that cannot be 
got up to order. 
We have landscape painters 
of praiseworthy ability, and are not without 
stone-cutters and bricklayers—all well enough 
in their way—yet Bierstadt wifi always walk 
behind Claude Lorraino and the “ architect” 
of the metropolitan city hall might learn a 
trick or two iu bi3 trade from Sir Christopher 
Wren. 
Let Brother Taylor be patient; Y an­ 
kees can build railroads and “ place” stock 
w'th vast ingenuity, and possibly iu some 
distant future we may “ invent” a book better 
than Shakspeare and a post more graceful 
than the columns of Corinth. 
But not to-day.

time, by the way, for the Empire State to own 
an executive mansion, not compel our Execu­ 
tive to play pauper and hire one.

ernor is given power also to veto part of a 
bill—saving or approving of the balance. 
This is wbat Congress has done and might 
have saved the people $2,000,000 and the hu­ 
miliation of the salary grab. 
The proposed amendment to Article 5 is 
full of objections, in so far as it give3 the Gov­ 
ernor power to appoint the Attorney General, 
the State Engineer and Surveyor, a Superin­ 
tendent of Stale Prisons, the appoinlmeut of 
a State Treasurer by the Senate aud Assembly, 
tbe 
appointment 
of 
a 
Superintendent 
of Public Works by tbe Governor. 
I’m 
inclined to 
think 
the 
present 
way 
of 
cliosing the Canal Board is wrong. 
I’m half 
inclined, in fact, to consider it eminently just 
aud proper to break up—in any reasonable 
way—tlie “ ring” oí canal thieves hanging 
about our canal3. 
Tho people by this “ ring” 
and tbe State Prison “ ring” have been plun­ 
dered long enough. 
But I doubt whether tbe 
people will consent to placing too much pow­ 
er in the hands of one man. We are generally 
very sensitive and jealous, you know, of what 
we think we possess. 
Some very good provisions are found in Ar 
tiqle 
8, 
especially that one which is in­ 
tended to prevent towns, cities and villages 
from loaning their credit to railways, «fee. 
I learn that the committee having the Ab- 
bott-Madden 
case 
iu charge 
will 
report 
the case to the Senate without any rcconamen 
dations. 
Of course this is a blind. 
It rid3 
the committee ot responsibility and throws it 
on tbe Republican majority, and I bear it in­ 
timated that the majority wifi oust Abbott, as 
a party measure. 
Madden is doing some tall 
whispering, besides liberally patrouiziug Con­ 
gress Hall. 
The railway people want Madden 
here—badly. 
Messrs. “ Sammy” Tilden, Charles O’Conor 
and Peckham and Judge Fullerton and Mr. 
Root were here on the Ingersoll case yester­ 
day. 
The argument will take place on the 
11th of February before the Court ot Appeals. 
Where are your local bills? I hope some 
of your people will send something up, if for 
nothing else but to try the mettle of your rep­ 
resentatives.

E ditors Freem an:— The only question 
of serious import which 
the 
Legislature 
has taken up, as yet, is the one involving 
a 
change 
in 
the 
state 
Constitu­ 
tion, and if I occupy the space usually allotted 
to a paragraph or two concerning these pro­ 
pose 1 amendment?, your readers will doubt­ 
less pardon the dry allusions which I may 
make concerning the more salient features of 
the same. 
Last winter, these amendments, 
the work of a Constitutional Commission rais­ 
ed by Gov. iloflman, came before tho Legis­ 
lature, and they were amended in one impor­ 
tant respect, and then rushed through in in­ 
decent haste, the argument then being that 
the present Legislature would scrutinize the 
work, altering, amending and modifying the 
same at such points as it might be deemed 
advisable or necessary. 
Of course such hasty 
action is not contemplated by the Constitu­ 
tion, wbieh prescribes the manner in which a 
change can be effected in 
the fundamental 
law. 
We can change our Constitution in but 
one of two ways; by means of a constitutional 
convention, or, by a commission—whose ac­ 
tion must be passed upon by two succeeding 
Legislatures. 
Let us dissect the proposed 
amendments, since tbe people will probably 
be called upon to vote upon them—to reject 
some or all, or ratify some or all of them. 
The proposed amendment to Article 2 re­ 
lates to the right of suffrage, and to the pun­ 
ishment for bribery or fraudulent voting. 
To 
this no man objects, and tbe people will ratify 
it beyond a peradventure. 
To Article 3 there are several objections. 
Section 4 of said proposed amendment, to­ 
gether with the inconsiderato action of last 
winter, would leavo New York pity with but 
three Senators, as it would likewise disfran­ 
chise many others in other districts. 
This 
does net proceed so much from the section it­ 
self as from the action had on the subject last 
winter, which upset almost all the senatorial 
districts, and then left it so. The result is that 
the Senate has struck out that section and 
the House Judiciary Committtee wifi proba­ 
bly do the same. 
Section 6 of the same arti­ 
cle provides that legislators shall receive $15 
per day, or rather an annual salary of $1,500 
per year. 
Of course, it will hardly be ex­ 
pected that the people will ratify this—they 
have an impression, somehow obtained, that 
legislators, as a class, receive enough now. 
But I wifi assume that the masses are not so

L ondon, Jan. 27. -Ilerr Brenner, the Ger­ 
man explorer of Africa, in a letter to Dr. l’e- 
termann of Gotha, dated Zanzibar, says Liv­ 
ingstone died on the 15th of August. 
This 
date differs with that of a previous report, 
but all doubt has been set at rest by an offi­ 
cial dispatch received by the government to­ 
day from Zanzibar, which states that Dr 
Livingstone died in Lobisa after crossing the 
marshes with the water at one time for three 
hours consecutively above his waist. 
Tbe 
suflering3 of his whole party were terrible, 
and ten of them died in consequence. 
The 
members of Cameron’s expedition were sufler- 
ing from fever and opthalmia, but would await 
the arrival of the Doctor’s remains and brin 
them to Ujiji. 
From the latter place they 
would be conveyod to Zanzibar, where, it is 
expected, tli^y will arrive next month.

THE RETRENCHMENT FEVER. 
The House Committee on Appropriations to­ 
day perfected a bill directing tbe Secretary of 
tbe Treasury until otherwise provided by law 
to make no payments out of unexpended bal­ 
ances of appropriations heretofore made lor 
the purchase of sites and for the erection of 
public buildings by tbe Supervising Architect 
of the Treasury Department for any purpose 
or object; to pay for any site or extension of 
site purchase which has not been executed or 
proceedings for the condemnation of which 
have not been completed; to pay for any work 
or materials for the erection of any buildin, 
upon which work is not already begun or con­ 
tracted for; to pay for the sale or demolition 
of any building or [any site where work has 
not been commenced. Until provided for by 
law tbe Secretary shall make no contracts 
for the purchase of any new site nor for ma­ 
terial or labor on any building not actually 
commenced. 
All sums heretofore approprla 
ted for buildings, purchase of sites, etc.,which 
are made unavailable by this act are covered 
into the Treasury. 
The Secretary is author 
ized and directed to suspend work on any 
building already[commenced whenever in his 
judgment such suspension can be made con 
eistent with public interests.

F U LTO N DISOWNKD OUT.

O sw ego, Jan. 27.—A dispatch from Fulton, 
on the Oswego River,to the Time3 says: 
The 
most extensive flood known here for twenty 
years is now devastating the lower portions of 
the village. 
It is occasioned by high water 
in the river and the damming up of a large 
quantity of ice on both sides of the island 
channel from Dilt’s machine shop to Laprario 
Merton’s grocery, a distance of about half a 
mile, and all west of the canal the water cov­ 
ers the ground from two to seven feet deep. 
Sunday evening about thirty families were 
obliged to leave their homes and many more 
this morning were carried from the second 
story of their houses, where they had taken 
refuge, by boats. 
One instance is related 
where a whole family were taken from their 
upstairs retreat and among them a very sick 
mother carrying a tiny baby. 
Men were seen 
wading in water to their waists carrying 
women of their households on their backs to a 
place of safety. 
A number of families liavc 
been cared for by the poor master. 
Some are 
being looked after by charitable citizens and 
many still need assistance. 
The damage done 
to our business interests 13 already great. Tho 
gas works are below water mark, so we 
have no gas. 
Some of the flour mills are un­ 
able to ruu and there is danger that work 
all will be stopped.

SE N A TE . 
W ashington, Jan. 27. 
Mr. LOGAN, from the Military Committee, 
reported without amendment Buckiugham'3 
bill in relation to bounties, providing that 
every volunteer accepted by tbe War Depart­ 
ment under the President’» proclamation of 
May 30, 1861, shall be paid the full bounty oí 
$100 promised thereby. 
The Senato then 
proceeded to the consideration of the calen­ 
dar, the first bill being that introduced by 
Mr. Sumner on the first day of the session, 
supplementary to the act to protect all citi­ 
zens of the United States in their civil rigbt3 
and to furnl3h means for their protection. 
Mr. FERRY of Connecticut moved that the 
bill bo referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. SUMNER opposed such a reference and 
a debate occurred between himself, Ferry of 
Michigan, Edmunds, Stewart, Frelinghuysen, 
Morrill of Maine and Saulsbury, Sumner finally 
consented to its reference to tne Judiciary 
Committee. 
The joint resolution on the proposition for 
au amendment to the Constitution providing 
for the election of President by a direct vote 
of the people and abolishing the office of Vico 
President wa3 referred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 
Mr. EDMUNDS said ou Thursday he would 
ask the Senate to take up the bankrupt bill. 
The bill to authorize the organization of 
national banks without circulation was then 
taken up. 
Mr. MORTON offered as an additional sec­ 
tion his bill authorizing national banks that 
have reduced their capital stock to withdraw a 
proportion of bonds upon retiring their, own 
circulating notes and depositing lawfulj money 
of the United States in the proportion provi- 
led by law. 
Mr. THURMAN was opposed to the passage 
of tlie bill. 
He did not think it ¡11 the power 
of Congress to charter banks in this way with­ 
out limitation. 
Mr. BAYARD moved to strike out the first 
ten lines of the bill, which authorize the or- 
auizatiou of banks without circulation upon 
depositing with the Treasurer of the United 
States $10,000 in registered bonds,so that the 
bill would only authorize national banks al­ 
ready organized without circulation to with­ 
draw their bonds iu excess of $10,000 and also 
national banks to withdraw their bonds on 
deposit as security for their circulating notes 
in amounts of $10,000 upon returning to the 
Controller of the Currency lawful money to be 
deposited in the Treasury of the United States 
for redemption of an amount of circulating 
notes of such banks equal to the amount is­ 
sued upon such bonds. 
After some discussion a vote was taken 011 
the amendment of Bayard and the fact was 
developed that no quorum was present. 
The 
Senate then at 4:10 adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. NEGLEY of Pennsylvania offered a 
resolution directing the Committee 011 Com­ 
merce to inquire into the expediency of secur­ 
ing by international law strin g en t regula­ 
tions prescribing ocean courses for inward 
and outward bound steam vessels in crossing 
the North Atlantic or other fog latitudes. 
Adopted. 
Mr. GARFIELD of Ohio, from the Commit­ 
tee 011 Appropriations, reported a bill to re­ 
duce expenditures on public buildings. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Appropriations. 
The House then resumed tlie consideration 
of the West Virginia contested elec'ion case3. 
At the close oí the debate, which lasted near­ 
ly a week, the House proceeded to vote os the 
various resolutions. 
Tbe resolutions of the majority of the Com­ 
mittee 011 Elections, reported by Smith of 
New York, were that John J. Davis and J. 
M. Hogan, chosen at the August election, 
were not duly elected, and that Benjamin Wil­ 
son and B. F. Martin, chosen at the October 
election, were duly elected. 
The resolutions 
of the minority, reported by Mr. Hazleton of 
Wisconsin, took the opposite ground and 
were supported by the Republican side of tbe 
bouse, those of the majority of the committee 
being supported by tlie Democrats. 
The result of tbe voting was that Messrs. 
Davis and llogan were declared entitled to 
seats, and were accordingly sworn in. 
The only deviations from strict partisanship 
in tbe vote in reference to Mr. Davis were 
that two Democrats, Magee of Pennsylvania 
and Waddell of North Carolina, voted with the 
majority and that 7 Republicans, Benning of 
Ohio, Bradley of Michigan, Poland of Ver­ 
mont, Smith of New York, Thomas of North 
Carolina, Williams of Michigan and Woodford 
of New York, voted with the minority. 
In 
the vote in reference to llogan several other 
Republicans, including Kellogg of Connec­ 
ticut, Mellisb of New York, Coburn of Indi­ 
ana, Hawley of Connecticut aud Willard of 
Vermont, voted with the minority.

Judson appealed to the General Term, which 
ordered a new trial, but Thacber preferred to 
go direct to the Court of Appeals, stipulating 
that in case the order of the General Term was 
affirmed judgment absolute should be ren­ 
dered against him aud jn favor of Judson.

This place claims to have the best 
fighting breed of game cocks in the state, and 
since her late victory over a number of rooster?, 
brought from all parts of the country, at a 
cock fight which took place in Hie ball-room 
of Abe Sammons, hasbeen unusually jubilant, 
and the amount of canal water imbibed by 
these rooster jockeys, while discussing the 
merits of their fowls, is said to be immense. 
At the cock fight before referred to, which 
took place a little over a week ago, there were 
some forty first-clas3 fighting roosters in the 
pit. 
Some ot these were from Hawley, Hones­ 
dale, Rondout. Eddyville, and the upper part 
of Kingston. 
The fight was kept up from 
early in the forenoon until evening, and when 
finished thirty of the game fowls had fought 
their last battle. 
As is wefl-kuown, these 
cocks, to be put in a fighting condition, must 
be furnished with a pair of long, needle-point­ 
ed caps for their spurs, tho feathers are then 
pretty nearly all plucked off, when they are 
ready for battle. 
At the late fight the slaugh­ 
ter was immense. 
Often one of these game 
fowls would kill his antagonist at it single 
blow. 
In some cases tho spurs would bo 
driven in the flesh so deep a knife would 
have to lie used to cut them loose. 
True to 
their namps, however, these cocks would fight 
until life was extinct, when they would be 
taken from the floor to make room for others. 
An admission fee of twenty-five cents was 
charged to those who wished to witness ‘the 
fight, but, notwithstanding this, Hie room was 
crowded during the day, or in the language of 
a visitor, “ It was just like a m eeting—going 
and coming all day." The belting was very 
lively, and large amounts of money changed 
hands. 
Now and then some chap wouldn’t 
fork over, aud then lie would be duly admon­ 
ished by a pair of knuckles against his head. 
After the fight Hie Rondouters started for the 
cars, carrying with them no less than twelve 
bags containing dead roosters. 
The Rosen- 
daiers were triumphant, and in cock-fighting 
language “ cleaned out ” their antagonists. 
The Rondout chaps are not satisfied, however, 
and are training fowls in Clinton Hall, in order 
to be ready for the next contest.

Sentient o f th e W a llk ill V a lle ) 
R a ilw a y . 
Mr D e a r S i r : —I felt a degree of pride and 
satisfaction in entering the Erie Railway depot, 
at hearing the ushers call out “ This way for 
the Newburgh and Ulster County Express,” 
which was intensified when I saw several curs 
well filled with passengers, giving the hest 
evidence that Hie people were rein Ty to second 
this excellent enterprise. 
We started promptly on time, with a little 
too much flame of kerosene smoke aud no 
ventilation at all, the ventilators being re 
ligiously closed, and this in the nineteenth cen­ 
tury and on the Ulster County Express, and 
glided rapidly along over the jersey meadows, 
and along the picturesque Ramapo, all new 
and charming to me, filially reaching Goshen 
with the satisfactory sense that all was work­ 
ing smoothly. 
Here occurred a short delay, 
I presume to change locomotives and lake 
our new departure on the Wallkill Valley 
road. 
Hero I noticed for the first time that 
we had lost a large part our train, and won­ 
dering what had become of it I finally con­ 
cluded that the Newburgh portion of it had 
been shot ort somewhere, and being a stranger 
and in the smoking (kerosene smoking) car, 
it occurred to me that if I had been going to 
Newburgh I should have been earned by, as 
I observed that in no instance bad the brake­ 
man called out the uames of the stations ou 
the Erie road. 
However, we managed that 
better on Hie Wallkill Valley, wtiere I was 
quick to observe that the brakeman very sen­ 
sibly forewarned the passengers, shortly after 
leaving a station, of the next station at which 
we would stop, thus giving us ample oppor­ 
tunity to get on our articles, surround our 
bundles and the various paraphernalia with 
which we are accustomed to travel. 
That is 
an excellent idea, and as I pay nu infinitesi­ 
mal share of Hie interest on the Wallkill Vall­

the company or at least in your thoughts. 
Just as I was in this genial mood tile train 
stopped, not only stopped but waited, and 
Hie sudden hush that succeeds the clang and 
rumble of the flying train and the “ silence' 
that 
“ Like a poultice comes 
To heal the blows of sound " 
fell on us. 
It might have been Walden, it 
might have been Gardiner, where we slum­ 
bered, I forget. 
But if it were Gardiner (mid 
I suspect that hamlet), I soon begun to feel 
that “ I should not live alw uy''at Gardiner; 
that if I were to visit Gardiner (charming 
haunt, no doubt, but saddened and subdued 
by tho kerosenian atmosphere through which 
I dimly liebekl it, mingling with the gathering 
darkness), I should try to come in the broad 
light of day, with my mind made up, and 
totally unembarrassed by tile saddening reflec­ 
tion that I was on Hie Ulster County Express, 
liable at any moment to be torn from all that 
was sweet and seductive iu Gardiner. 
After 
a little, which seemed a good deal, the sooth­ 
ing influence of our tarry began to pall, and it 
was not long before I asked myself, “ Why the 
devil do we haugon toGardiner?" usl thought 
of my tea getting cold, and the man waiting 
for me at the station iii Kingston getting cold, 
and my enthusiasm for the Ulster County Ex­ 
press getting cold. 
Then I reflected on the 
interest on those town bonds.

I asked iii 
bitter irony. 
N ow it was time to get mad, 
and I began, but

and I was robbed of my opportunity. 
Alas! 
too soou to have it accorded me again, for at 
another station by no means remote, and 
which has no abiding place in my mind iu the 
long array of Campbell Hall, Montgomery, 
Shawangunk, etc., etc., the same meaningless 
(from a passenger point of view),vacuous, ex­ 
asperating pause was ro ta te d . 
Was lim con­ 
ductor talking to u pretty girl from whom lie 
could not tear himself? 
Was Im cating 9 
whole pie, or wa3 I on a milk train and hadn’t 
the farmer at whose barn we were stopping 
got quits through milking? 
Any explanation 
would have been a comfort. 
That providen­ 
tial brakeman came along. 
The interest on 
those bonds rose within me. 
He must be an 
amiable man to take the trouble to tell Hie 
degraded passengers what would lie the next 
stopping place, and being tho “smallest boy I 
could find," I lioldly asked him what we were 
doing. 
Witli a frankness that quito prostrated me 
lie replied, leaning familiarly on the arm of 
my coat, “He's oilin’ her up now." 
I gave him a cigar (or ougiit to have dojo 
so, I forget which), wiped my nose, the mean­ 
while gathering force, and with ominous calm­ 
ness said, “ Aud pray what were we doing at 
Gardiner?” 
“ O, takln' iii water at Gardiner." 
“And isn’t it possible," I said. "lo oil her 
up mid take iii water at one boid stroke; or 
b ittier still (my miud began to reach out for 
large and striking suggestions in Hie railroad 
Hee), 
why didn't they oil her up and take iii 
water at Goshen?" 
“Ain’t no water in Go­ 
shen.” 
And I turned sadly away to think how com­ 
pletely whiskey had usurped tho “ laud ol Go­ 
shen,” aud looked oat the window just in 
time to sec the circling flash of the conduct­ 
or's lantern, which told tim engineer lo take 
us towards the Kuatskilla, where Hie water 
still run. 
A violent pull ut Hic bell cord as by 
unseen bauds, a wild shriek from tho lo­ 
comotive, aud a rusli from the brakeman to 
apply the brakes caused nm to thrust my head 
out of the window to see what was to be

now, when to my great astonishment I saw 
the locomotive in a cloud of steam tearing on 
ahead of us, on a down grade and leaving us 
to our fate.

Tim fatal spell of

clutch, alike defying descending grade and 
scorning iron bands, had wrenched Hie coup­ 
ling in its mighty grip aud we were M l to its 
mercy, while the engineer, with a prudence 
that showed he had had experience of Gardi­ 
ner before, was flying for his life.

B o u a d a le Sport. 
The principal recreation of the Rosendaie 
sporting men nowadays secm3 to be ceck 
fighting. This place elaims to have the 1)est 
fighting breed of game cocks in tbe state, and 
since her late victory over a number of roosters, 
brought from all parts of the couotry, at a 
cock fight which took place in the ball-room 
of Aba Sammons, has been unusually jubilant, 
and the amount of canal water imbibed by 
these rooster jockeys, while discussing the 
merits of their fowls, is said to be immense. 
At the cock fight before referred to, which 
took place a little over a week ago, there were 
some forty first-class fighting roosters in the 
pit. Some ot these were from Hawley, Hones- 
dale, Rondout, Eddyville, and the upper part 
of Kingston. The fight was kept up from 
early in the forenoon uutil evening, and when 
finished thirty of the game fowls had fought 
their last battle. As is wefl-kuowD, these 
cock3, to be put in a tigliting condiliou, must 
be furnished with a pair of long, needle-point­ 
ed caps for tlieir spurs, tbe feathers are then 
pretty nearly all plucked off, when they are 
ready for battle. At the late fight the slaugh­ 
ter was immense. Often one of these game 
fowls would kill his antagonist at & single 
blow. 
In some cases the spurs would be 
driven in tbe flesh so deep a knife would 
have to be used to cut them loose. True to 
their names, however, these cocks would fight 
until life was extinct, when they would be 
taken from the floor to make room for others. 
An admission fee of twenty-five cents was 
charged to those who wished to witness the 
;ht, but, notwithstanding this, the room was 
crowded during the day, or in the language of 
a visitor, “ It was just like a meeting—going 
aud coming all day.” The betting was very 
lively, and largo amounts of money changed 
hands. Now and then some chap wouldn’t 
fork over, and then be would be duly admon­ 
ished by a pair of knuckles against bis bead. 
After the fight the Rondouters started for the 
cars, carrying with them no less than twelve 
bags containing dead roosters. The Rosen- 
dalers were triumphant, and in cock-fighting 
language “ cleaned out ” their antagonists. 
The Rondout chaps arc not satisfied, however, 
and are training fowls in Clinton Hall,in order 
to be ready for tbe next contest. Sunday 
seems to be the great day of trial, and then 
the cocks are brought out in the pit, and 
wagers are treely laid on them. These fowls 
are kept iu coops made of barrels, and every 
artifice is practiced in the way of dieting aud 
training to make, them scientific fighters, so 
the Rosendalers had better have a care or 
their cock-fighting laurels will be taken from 
them at the next battle. There must be some 
law to put a stQP to this brutal practice, and 
we advise our Grand Juries to look sharp af­ 
ter those men who claim to be officers of the 
law, and yet not only allow such proceedings 
but take part in them. The next thing in or­ 
der is a first-class prize fight.

Mr Deae S ir:—I felt a degree of pride and 
satisfaction in entering the Erie Railway depot, 
at hearing tbe ushers call out “ This way for 
the Newburgh and Ulster County Express,” 
which was intensified when I saw several cars 
well filled with passengers, giving the best 
evidence that the people were ready to second 
this excellent enterprise. 
We started promptly on time, with a little 
too much flame of kerosene smoke and no 
ventilation at all, the ventilators being re­ 
ligiously closed, and this in the nineteenth cen­ 
tury and on the Ulster County Express, and 
glided rapidly along over the Jersey meadows, 
and along the picturesque Ramapo, all new 
and charming to me, finally reaching Goshen 
with the satisfactory sense that all was work- 
_ smoothly. Here occurred a short delay, 
I presume to change locomotives aud take 
our new departure on the Wallkill Valley 
oad. Hero I noticed for the first time that 
we had lost a large part our train, and won­ 
dering what had become of it I finally con­ 
cluded that the Newburgh portion of it had 
been shot oil somewhere, and beiug a stranger 
and in the smoking (kerosene smoking) car, 
it occurred to me that if I had been going to 
Newburgh I should have been carried by, as 
observed that in no instance had the brake- 
man called out the names of the stations on 
the Erie road. However, we managed that 
better on the Wallkill Valley, where I was 
quick to observe that the brakeman very sen­ 
sibly forewarned the passengers, shortly after 
leaving a station, of the next station at which 
we would stop, thus giving us ample oppor­ 
tunity to get on our articles, surround our 
bundles and the various paraphernalia with 
which we are accustomed to travel. That is 
an excellent idea, and as I pay an infinitesi­ 
mal share of the interest on the Wallkill Vall­ 
ey railway town bends, and live in the settled 
conviction that I shall under no circumstanc­ 
es be deprived of the privilege of paying my 
due proportion of the bonds themselves, 1 
felt the pride which is wont to warm the bo­ 
soms of small stockholders at Ibis genuine ev­ 
idence of civilization, this positive proof that 
the passengers were really in tlie thoughts of 
the company or at least in your thoughts. 
Just as I was in this genial mood the train 
stopped, not only stopped but waited, and 
tlie sudden hush that succeeds the clang and 
rumble of Ibe flying train and tlie “ silence’ 
that 
“ LiVe a poultice comes 
To heal the Wows of sound ” 
fell on us. It might have been Walden, il 
might have been Gardiner, where we slum­ 
bered, I forget. But if it were Gardiner (and 
I suspect that hamlet), I soon began to feel 
that “ I should not live ahvuy” at Gardiner; 
that if I were to visit Gardiner (charming 
haunt, no doubt, but saddened and subdued 
by the kerosenian atmosphere through which 
I dimly beheld it, mingling with the gathering 
darkness), I should try to come in the broad 
light of day, with my mind made up, and 
totally unembarrassed by tlie saddening reflec­ 
tion that I was on tlie Ulster County Express, 
liable at any moment to be torn from all that 
was sweet and seductive iu Gardiner. After 
a little, which seemed a good deal, the sooth- 
_ influence of our tarry began to pall, and it 
was not long before I asked myself, “Why the 
devil do we bang on to Gardiner?” us I thought 
of my tea getting cold, and the man waiting 
for me at the station in Kingston getting cold, 
and my enthusiasm for tlie Ulster County Ex­ 
press getting cold. Then I reflected on the 
interest on those town bonds. “ Are they 
trifling with the stockholders?” I asked in 
bitter irony. Now it was time to get mad, 
and I began, but 
“ We folded our tents UVe tlie Arabs 
And silently stole away,” 
and I was robbed of my opportunity. Alas 1 
too soon to have it accorded me again, for at 
another station by no means remote, and 
which has no abiding place in my mind iu the 
long array of Campbell Hall, Montgomery, 
Shawaugunk, etc., etc., the same meaningless 
(from a passenger point of view),vacuous, ex­ 
asperating pause was repeated. Was the con­ 
ductor talking to a pretty girl from whom he 
could not tear himself? 'W as lie eating 5 
■whole pie, or was I on a milk train and hadn’t 
the farmer at whose burn we were stopping 
got quite through milking ? Any explanation 
would have been a comfort. That providen­ 
tial brakeman came along. The interest oil 
those bonds rose within me. He must be an 
amiable man to take the trouble to tell the 
degraded passengers what would be the next 
stopping place, and being the “smallest boy 1 
could find,” I boldly asked him what we were 
doing. 
With a frankness that quite prostrated me 
lie replied, leaning familiarly on tlie arm of 
my coat, “He’s oilin’ her up now.” 
I gave him a cigar (or ought to have done 
so, I forget which), wiped my nose, the mean­ 
while gathering force, and with omiuous calm­ 
ness said, “ And pray what were wo doing at 
Gardiner ?” 
“ O, takin’ in water at Gardiner.” 
“And isn’t it possible,” I said, “to oil her 
up and take in water at one bold stroke; or 
bettter still (my mind began to reach out for 
large and striking suggestions in the railroad 
line), why didn’t they oil her up and take in 
water at Goshen?” “Ain’t no water iu Go­ 
shen.” 
And I turned sadly away to think how com­ 
pletely whiskey had usurped tho “land of Go­ 
shen,” and looked oat the window just in 
time to see tho circling flash of the conduct­ 
or’s lantern, which told tho engineer to take 
us towards Hie Kaalskills, where the water 
still ran. A violent pull of the bell cord as by 
unseen hands, a wild shriek from the lo­ 
comotive, and a rush from the brakeman to 
apply the brakes caused me to thrust my head 
out of tlie window to see what was to be 
“oiled up” or “ watered” or “cleaned out” 
now, when to my great astonishment I saw 
the locomotive in a cloud of steam tearing on 
ahead of us, on a down grade and leaving us 
to our fate. I knew it ! The fatal spell of 
Gardiner was upon us still and its irresistible 
clutch, alike defying descending grade and 
scorning iron bauds, had wrenched tlie coup­ 
ling in its mighty grip and we were left to its 
mercy, while the engineer, witli a prudence 
that showed he had had experience of Gardi­ 
ner before, wa3 flying for liis life. Summon­ 
ing all his resolution, however, tlie conductor 
got out on the track, waved liis lantern in a 
gentle, assuring manner, as if he wouid say
